MiiRKET  FOR  FLACK  WiiLHUT  LOGS 

As  you  no  doubt  know,  the  Forestry 
Divisicji  of  the  Soil  Erosion  Project  is 
keenly  interested  in  building  up  mar- 
kets for  luraber  a:-id  forestry  products. 

We  are  net  ^nly  iziterested  in  growing 
trees  from  the  standpoint  of  what  they 
v/ill  accomplish  in  controlling  erosion, 
but  also  far  their  econordc  value  to  the 
farmers , 

We  should  like  to  call  to  your  at- 
teidi*n  a part  of  a letter  recently  re- 
ceived from  a responsible  company  which 
reads  as  follm?s:  "'Tould  advise  that  we 
are,  at  the  present  time,  in  the  market 
for  black  vmlnut  logs,  and  if  you  are  in 
a position  to  put  us  in  touch  ?irith  par- 
ties v/ho  have  walnut  logs  to  sell,  will 
appreciate  your  so  doing,”  'We  will  be 
more  tha:i  glad  to  advise  v/ith  you  and 
to  help  you  dispose  of  any  Yiralnut  logs 
that  you  may  ho.ve,  Yfe  Ysould  suggest 
that  any  or  all  of  you  vj-ho  night  be  in- 
terested, got  in  touch  wmth  the  Forestry 
Division  of  the  Soil  Erosion  Service  in 
order  that  vro  nay  help  you  take  ad- 
var.tago  of  this  market. 
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YfASHIITGTON  3AYED  HIS  GCIL 


Gerog-^  Yfashington  may  not  hav'=!  been 
the  first  to  practice  erosion  oontrol, 
but  he  vras  among  the  first  in  America  to 
acknovfledge  tho  ravages  of  erosion  and 
to  attempt  to  maintain  his  rich  farm 
lands  in  th^ir  fertile  state. 

His  foresight  as  a scientific  far- 
mer is  evidenced  by  letters  on  display 
in  the  Library  of  Congress, 

Exactly  135  years  ago  today  — four 
days  before  his  death  --  the  first  Presi- 
dont  wrote  final  instructions  to  his 
farm  overseer,  Mr.  Anderson,  listing 
erosion  control  as  a major  item  in  the 
plan  of  operations, 

Washington  had  three  farms,  the  "Muddy 
Hole  Farm",  the  "Piver  Far  m",  and  the 
"Union  Farm",  and  on  each  soil  losses 
presented  a problem.  To  Anderson  he 
vnete,  coQ,cerning  his  Muddy  Hole  farm*: 

"The  washed  find  gullied  parts  if  it 
ought  to  be  levelled  and  sm.o©thed,  and 
as  far  as  it  can  be  a'^complished,  covered 
with  litter,  straw,  weeds,  corn  stalks, 
or  arw  other  kind  ®f  vegetable  rubbish, 
to  bind  together,  and  to  prevent  the 
earth  from  gullying." 

Not  only  did  Washington  realise  the 
necessity  of  keeping  a cover  of  vegeta- 
tion --  he  termed  it  "vegetable  rubbish" 
— on  the  ground,  but  he  practiced  crop 
rotation  and  other  methods  of  socmd  land 
use,  such  as  keeping  eroded  lands  out  of 
cultivation.  The  latter  practice ^ along 
with  crop  rotation,  is  among  tlie  methods 
now  being  advanced  by  the  Soil  Erosion 
Service  in  thirty  wa.tei-sheds  demcnstra- 
ticn  areas  over  the  country. 

Similar  instruct!  cns  v^rere  outlined  by 
Mr.  Washington  for  his  River  farm.  Re- 
feri'ing  to  ,^ield  Nc.  1,  he  directed: 

" part  is  in  meadow,  and  will 

remain  so,  and  the  most  broken,  washed 
and  indifferent  parts  is  to  remain  un- 
cultivated, but  to  re  harrovfed  one 
smoothed  in  the  spring,  and  the  v/^rst 


parts  ther^iof  (if  practicable)  be  cover- 
ed with  litter,  stravr,  weeds,  or  any 
kind  of  vegetable  rubbish  to  prevent 
them  from  running  into  gullies," 

Field  No.  2 on  his  Union  Farm,  an 
"indifferent  field,  washed  in  some 
places,  gullied  in  others,  and  rich  in 
none",  was  to  be  "prevented  from  get- 
ting v^orse,  and  besoming  such  eye  sores 
as  they  now  are,” 

Washington's  erosion  control  meas- 
ures, while  not  exactly  in  line  with 
the  most  miodern  methods  developed  and 
urged  by  the  Soil  Erosion  Service,  were 
f undaiaentally  correct,  according  to 
H.  H,  Bennett,  Director  of  the  Service, 
The  importance  of  maintaining  a vegeta- 
tive cover  on  eroding  lands,  he  pointed 
out,  is  one  of  the  salient  points  in 
the  nation-iTide  erosion  control  program 
now  under  way,

PROSPEROUS  F.HMING  DEM;dTDS  SOIL  SiiVINO 

*aiy  practice  that  tends  to  increase 
plant  grovrbh  in  the  winter,  to  conserve 
the  vegetative  cover  that  is  naturally 
there,  to  collect  the  wo.ter  and  cenry  it 
away  in  orderly  fashion,  or  to  stop  sheet 
or  gully  erosion,  will  ssivo  the  coil  and 
build  up  the  cumitry's  one  natural  re- 
source, the  land,  according  to  agricult- 
ural engineers. 

The  farmer  vfho  produces  the  most 
from  the  soL-Ulost  acreage  is  usually 
the  most  prosperous.  Cover  crops  during 
the  wint<ir  months,  either  a natureJ 
groYoth  or  some  hardy  vm liter  crop,  are 
very  deoirul''lo  in  holding  the  more  fertile 
surfc-Lce  soil.  Burning  up  timber  areas 
often  causes  fertile  bottom  lonid  to  be- 
come gullied  or  covered  viith  infertile 
material  wo.shed  from  the  higher  land, 

Fcill  plmYiiig  is  often  a direct  cause  of 
soil  loss,  and  if  it  is  desirable,  care 
should  be  exorcised  to  prei^ent  soil 
losses. 
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EE.vUTIFICATION  OF  THE  FABM.  HOME 


With  our  gor-orovl  recovery  program 
based  on  a bacl:-to-the-laiid  a:id  general 
land  noA'oincnt,  a strenuous  endeavor  is 
today  being  nade  to  assist  and  encour- 
age those  earning  ^rholly  or  partially  a 
livelihood  fron  the  soil.  Hevcr  before 
in  the  history  of  the  Y/orld  has  a great 
natian,  under  the  leadership  of  an  in- 
dividual, chosen  by  popular  choice, 
massed  its  brains  a'ld  money  for  the  as- 1 
si stance  of  a more  northy  cause  than  to 
help  those  wresting  o.  living  fron  the 
soil . 

Those  branohes  of  the  gcvei'nnent 
thru  which  administration  and  super- 
vision of  this  heroic  effort  is  being 
adiiiiiiistered,  is  the  United  Ctates 
Department  of  the  Interior  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  agriculture,  oHong 
v/ith  each  individual  state  g'^vernmental 
organization  coopero-t ing , Forestry, 
ai.gr i culture  and  Goil  Erosion  form  a 
decidedly  important  part  of  the  fight 
recovery. 

Far  reaching  investigations  thru 
specially  appointed  cominilteo  by  the 
President,  have  T.een  studying  the  hone 
life  of  the  ftirmer^  Units  of  the 
isnerican  Country  Life  iT.s30cia.tion  will, 
no  doubt,  play  an  important  part  in  the 
government's  plan  for  bringing  s.bout  a 
more  desirable  country  ho:,:e  lif^. ^ As  an 
intrega.1  part  o.f  this  p]aii.  a doiinitely 
orgonxised  sittempt  to  inpruvo  t:ie  natural 
surroundings  of  the  homo-  in  v'hich  the 
rural  people  spwnd  th-.;ir  liv'-Sv, 

Fevj"  are  the  farmers,  c:.  C''''0  rat ing 
v.nth  the  back-to-t'-m -f  arm  mn'voment,  in  a 
position  financially  to  -out  .r  iiai^-  hone 
heauti.“^ics<.tion  of  landsc.goo  o.ctivitios 
on  an  olabcro.te  sc-alcn,  It  is  obvious, 
however,  than  -mcni  free-  tocnnic:..!  ad- 
vice o.nd  practical  supervisien  locLne 
availocble  there  should  be  o.  noticeable 
improvement  in  the  irro.odiat  :^  vicinity 
of  the  farm  hemoi. 

Few  are  the  iniustricus  famers

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THE  ADDRESS  OF  BIG  CHIEF  GULLY 


Fell-^XT  Gullies  1 It  is  vj'itli  a 
heart  that  I bring  you  this 
message,  I have  deeply  appreciated 
the  honar  ycu  have  bestowed  upon  me 
.for  the  past  decade.  Some  of  our 
yc^ong  members  v/ho  are  quite  good  sized 
today  have  been  born  during  my  time  of 
office,  I realize  that  I am  aged;  that 
:Tiy  efforts  have  become  more  feeble  xoith  © 
each  of  the  passing  years.  My  sides 
are  heavily  grown  rrith  brush  and  grass, 
my  loYrer  limbs  are  desecrated  Ymth 
trees  and  even  my  hoad  and  upper  limbs 
are  now  becoming  clogged  with  smaYl 
brush  and  grass.  I knovj-  my  life  is 
nearly  run.  I do  not  rrish  sympathy  or 
pity.  My  lif'o  has  been  full,  I ho-ve 
ruined  iq  acres  of  land;  I have  killed 
2 horses  and  a cow.  Is  there  one  among 
you  \iho  has  done  as  much?  But  I have 
made  my  mistakes  and  it  is  of  these  1 
wish  to  speak.  I will  speak  briefly  of 
our  allies  and  at  length  of  cur  enemies, 

I hope  especially  that  our  younger 
members  v/ill  heed  some  of  the  warnings 
that  I YJ-ill  givr>. 

It  is  proper  that  first  I should 
classify  our  enemies  and  allies.  Our 
first  ally  is  runoff,  iiny  mothod  of 
cultivoi-ting  land  which  will  increase 
runoff  is  thoref;.rG  an.  ally.  Our 
onemies  are  all  types  of  vegetation, 
contour  cultiiration,  terraces,  str^p 
cropping,  or  anything  that  will  reduce 
runoff  or  cover  the  soil  so  that  it 
lYashos  less  readily.  Now  vig  have  the 
activities  of  m.an  as  both  an  ally  and 
an  enemy.  Wo  must,  hevrever,  clz.ss  man 
..s  an  ally.  Tho  history  of  -"ur  ro.ee  '■ 
shOYfS  that  voe  follor;  mo.n  and  his  activ- 
ities. YiTo  have  never  goanod  o strong 
grip  on  any  c.  untry  aritheut  nan.  Thus 
Yfo  must  classify  him  a. s our  ally, 

A specicvl  type  of  nan  ho.s  been  visit- 
ing us  recently.  He  is  from  tho  S,E,S, 
The  Soil  Erosion  Service,  fellow 
members,  is  o.n  organization  of  trained 
men  tho.t  wrould  introduce,  to  his  brother 
and  our  ally,  means  of  cultivation  and 


cropping  pro.ctices  that  would  wipe 
us  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  Our 
only  hope  is  tha.t  men  vrho  ho.vo  been  our 
Sillies  for  generations  will  not  desert 
us  novj".  If  they  do,  I soo  the  doom  of 
our  rs.co.  Do  not  becom.e  too  alarmed 
s.t  this  new  menace.  There  are  doings 
of  nan  that  wg  iTill  never  lunderstand. 
Although  nan,  our  Silly,  said  mo.n,  our 
enemy  a.re  brothers  they  often  a,ct  as 
onenioE,  Man  our  ally  is  distrustful 
of  LiLin  our  enemy.  Therein  lies  the 
hope  of  'ur  posterity. 

So  much  for  nan,  IJovj'  lot  me  warn 
you  against  the  neglect  of  cancerous 
groY/ths  of  grass,  shrubs,  trees,  yes, 
and  even  Y.'Oeds,  They  ncij.  seem  unim- 
portant o.t  the  time  but  if  let  alone 
wall  groY:  on  you  until  they  begin  to 
catch tsoil  thsit  you  are  trying  to  throYf 
aYiTay,  As  they  catch  soil  they 
cs.tch  seeds  end  before  lung  your  system 
Y/ill  become  clogged,  I know  that  often 
our  ally,  a big  heavy  rain  Y^ill  cone  to 
your  assistance  and  put  ycu  back  in 
good  condition  o.gain.  But,  don't  de- 
pend upon  it.  I did,  and  three  times 
it  repariod  the  damage  due  to  my  neg- 
ligcnco,  but  the  heavy  rsiin  did  not 
come  the  fourth  tine  until  it  was  too 
late.  Tiiat  y/cis  fii^e  years  o.go,  but  ny 
death  started  then,  and  vras  duo  to  my 
carelessness . I should  have  caved  off 
those  clumps  of  grsifs  and  small  brushes, 
1 didn’t  th'~agh,  I laughed  at  them;  I 
Ysanted  them  to  got  a little  larger  be- 
fore I destroyed  then,  I OY^cn  forgot 
them  far  a period  c.nd  when  I again  ro- 
monb or cd  it  y:o.s  too  lo.tc.  But  eY'^en  in 
ny  death  struggles  it  is  with  pride  I 
vieYs  my  torturous  length  and  great  depth 
1 vsill  die  knoYfing  that  w^hat  I huY'e  de- 
stroyed Y/ill  never  be  tillable  again. 

Enough  of  Y/arnings.  In  closing 
let  me  say  1 aia  proud  of  our  record  in 
this  community.  The  tabulated  record  of 
tho  year's  pregreua  is  not  at  hand  but 
within  my  memory  Y/e  hnwe  ruined  1,000 
acres  of  good  land,  killed  37  Head  of 
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livestock,  and  generally  depreciated 
the  value  of  all  the  farns  on  which 
we  live.  It  is  a record  of  whioh  to 
be  proud*  Thank  you  I 

Rote:  Since  the  above  address  was 

given  the  follov.dng  report  vj-as  nade : 

It  is  the  sad  duty  of  the  Cornnit- 
tee  of  Gullies  to  report  that  since 
the  last  annual  neoting  of  the  Gullies, 
Chief  Rig  Gully  has  po.ssed  on.  This 
loss  is  a severe  blo\7  to  our  organisa^i 
tion  at  tliis  tine  v/hen  wo  have  a now 
eneny,  the  S.  E.  S,,  to  conbs.t. 

The  Connitteo  urges  each  indivi- 
dual gully  to  make  every  effort  to 
csts.blish  a progress  record  for  the 
year.  By  united  efforts  we  nay  be 
able  to  discourage  this  new  eneny.  A 
now  ''Chief”  v/ill  be  elected  :.7t  the 
next  annual  neoting.

A*  It  does  not.  fecticlo  13  of  the 
agreonent  specifies  that  iThen  tho  cc- 
operator  ceases  tc  have  any  logo.l  re- 
lationship to  the  land,  ho  is  n.:  long- 
er bound  by  the  agrecnent. 


Menbors  of  the  Soil  Srosich  Ser- 
vice have  been  interested  in  werking  as 
closely  as  possible  vrith  all  coopora- 
tors.  It  has  boon  inpcssiblc  to  ncl-ce  a 
visit  with  each  ccop^rator  as  often  as 
was  thought  necessary  for  the  good  of 
the  progran. 

In  order  to  partially  solve  this 
prcblon  it  v:as  decided  to  hold  a series 
of  neotings  with  cooperate rs  where  there 
wos  interest  enough  tc  organize  and  carry 
cut  . pregran.  There  have  been  about  10 
noetings  held  so  far.  At  those  noet- 
ings  organizations  were  forned  consist- 
ing of  a chairnan  and  a progran  cen- 
nittee.  In  nost  of  these  neotings  a 
groat  deal  of  interest  wo.s  shovai.  The 
farnors  present  felt  that  it  Y7culd  bo 
very  nuch  woi’thwhile  to  neot  together 
once  a nonth  and  discuss  their  p rob lens. 

The  Soil  Erosion  Scin^ico  stands 
ready  end  wdlling  to  help  organize  such 
neotings,  .if tor  the  organization  has 
been  nado  the  cooperators  nay  feel  per- 
fectly free  to  call  on  cjiy  nonbor  cf  the 
staff  v/hon  they  fool  will  be  best  able 
to  help  then  with  tho  prcgrcjn.  at  hand. 

It  is  entirely  a natter  cf  extending  our 
service  and  thxoro  is  not  a nan  connected 
with  ou!Ji  work  who  will  not  be  willing  tc 
work  evenings,  if  it  will  noan  helping 
tho  farnor  to  bettor  control  erosion  on 
his  fo,rn,  ITo  are  interested  in  neoting 
with  the  farnors,  getting  their  ideas 
and  suggestions  on  how  tc  bettor  do  tho 
worlo  o.t  hand  in  their  respective  cor.r.iu- 
nities.  It  v/ill  give  the  farncr s a 
chance  t; : get  together  and  swap  ideas 
and  cannot  help  but  bo  (^f  tronondous 
value  in  inproviiig  the  agricultural 
prc.cticoG  in  tho  ai'oa.  If  there  is  any 
gr  up  of  farriers  in  the  area  that  wrish 
t-  organize  a nee'eing  of  this  nature, 
and  Clio  ho,s  not  .already  boon  called, 
they  should  get  in  touch  v/ith  our  office 
at  cncc,  V/o  aro  h^^rc  to  serve  and  one 
or  two  evenings  devoted  tc  this  type  of 
work  each  V7.;ek  vnll  bo  freely  given*
